Poor week for field work: New England averaged 2 days suitable
for field work last week. Cold weather continued throughout the
New England states with most areas reporting below average
temperatures and snow covered grounds. Regional weekly
temperatures ranged from 15 to 5 degrees below normal. Weekly
precipitation ranged from 0.01 to 1.85 inches throughout the
region. Although the harvest of most field crops was complete, wet
weather continued to challenge producers as they attempted to
accomplish fall projects. Christmas trees and other holiday farm
tourism dominated the region. Cranberry harvest was completed.
Cranberry growers were preparing for winter by checking/repairing
flume status and assessing water resources to flood fields if
winterkill conditions arrive. Farmers were busy marking remaining
fall crops, cleaning and putting away farm equipment and assessing
the challenges of this growing season and planning for next year.
